Applicants wish to thank the examiners for the courtesy extended to their representative 
during a personal interview conducted on January 7, 2010. The participants were Examiner 
Frank Donado, SPE Rafael Perez-Gutierrez, and David Ward, Reg. No. 45 198. The summary of 
the substance of the interview is noted below. 

During the interview, Applicants' representative presented remarks for distinguishing the 
claims submitted in Applicants' Amendment of November 20, 2009, from the art applied in the 
Final Rejection dated August 3 1 , 2009; the remarks were substantially as set forth in the 
Amendment of November 20, 2009, 

The examiners agreed that Applicants' claim 18, within the Amendment, overcomes the 
art applied in the Final Rejection. Although Applicants' representative noted that Applicants' 
submit that independent apparatus claim 31 similarly recites the subject matter distinguishing 
method claim 18 from the art applied in the Final Rejection, the examiner stated he would need 



to consider claim 3 1 further before indicating allowability thereof over the prior art of record or 
issuing a further rejection thereof.
